Gapone's organizations.. .

We are con- 
stantally adding commissions to the 
government. The result of all this 
is confusion piled on confusion." 


Another source of waste today he 


asserted is the overlapping of duties 
of governmental units, shown in 
Michigan. There are here nine con- 
tiguous counties with a population 
of only 47,031, and an assessed 
value of only 31 million dollars. 
There are nine sets of county offi- 
cials; nine county courts; nine pro- 
bate courts; nine jails; nine boards 
of supervision with from six to 20 
members each; 93 township govern- 
ments. 


"There must,he a consolidation of 


these units or we shall perish from 
the burden of taxes," Mr. Johns de- 
clared. "The government has not 
kept pace with private enterprise in 
saving and cutting" expenses." 


Statistics relating1 to the national 


government which the speaker pre- 
sented show a comparison of years. 
In 1800, 132 years ago, the govern- 
ment had on its payroll, less than 
125 officials and clerks. The popula- 
tion of the country has grown 25 
times. The number of the employed 
in the departments at 'Washington 
alone has grown 4,500 times, with a. 
present number of more than 600.000 
employees. Eight thousand addition- 
al were added this year ending June 
30, 1931.

try doctor in East Prussia, and to 
the great scientists he addressed he 
must have seemed a presumptions 
backwoodsman. 


But Dr. Koch 
had brought his 


proofs with >pni and was able to 
show without dispute that he had 
discovered the dread germ of tuber- 
culosis. Also, he revealed to his as- 
tounded listeners that he could make 
the germ grow in an artificial medi- 
um and had been able to stain, it so 
that it could be put under a micro- 
scope. 


Almost over night ne 
became a 


greater figure than Pasteur, and to- 
day—on the fiftieth anniversary of 
his discovery—physicians and bac- 
teriologists the •world over still are 
paying tribute to his genius. Those 
who are carrying on the war against 
tuberculosis still use the fundamen- 
tal methods of,the early experiment 
made by Koch. 


Dr. Koch became associated with 


the Imperial Health Bureau in Ber- 
lin, and after the scientist's death in 
1910 this agency became the Sobert 
Koch Institute.

cared for the 
honors 
that the 


world sought to heap upon him, and 
he died in such poverty that a foun- 
dation had to be provided to keep 
his family from want.

FETTERED TO THE PAST 


Judge Joseph E. Corrigan, eminent 


In the East for his work on the crim- 
inal bench, made the following decla- 


" cation recently: 


"Judges should be allowed here, as 


they are in England, to comment to the 
Jury on the tacts and credibility of the 
witnesses. A man who has been a. judge 
tor years must have learned something, 
no matter bow stupid he was at the 
beginning. Why should cot the jury 
have the benefit of his knowledge and 
experience? The community has paid 
for bis education; why not make use 
of -It? As it is notv a phonograph 
would do almost as well as a judge 
when it comes to charging the jury." 
The reason for our prevailing system 


may be found in the fact that the 
American is still chained to a stake of 
fear. 


This rule which prevails so exten- 


sively in this country of making the 
judge little more than the umpire of a 
contest between opposing lawyers had 
its birth in a situation we have all for- 
gotten. We no longer even remember 
its pedigree. 


But fear was at the bottom of it all 


and when fear no longer existed we 
still retained its product, thinking 
somehow that we held onto a priceless 
heritage. 


Our present day rule originated 


when every judge was appointed by 


• the king and held office at the royal 


pleasure. Then the line between judge 


1 and jury was sharply drawn and jeal- 


ously guarded, the judge representing 
more or less the power from ^bove, 
the jury expected to protect the strug- 
gling mass below. 
* 


To the age-old system, the practices 


that thea prevailed and the abuses 
that now seem unbelievable, and the 
danger of which certainly persists no 
longer, are we indebted in large mea- 
sure for the rule that if a judge does or 
says anything that might influence the 
yerdict a mistrial results. 


The career of Lord Chief Justice 


Jeffreys, dead these 250 years, but who 
set a record for diabolical misconduct 
in the trials held before him at what 
is since called the "Bloody Assize," 
will furnish an example, though ex- 
treme, of the situation that fathered 
Jhe present rule. 


Take the trial of Alice Lisle charged 


with treason in the claim that she har- 
bored a rebel against His Majesty. 
When a witness did not testify to suit 
this judge he started to give him "a 
lick with the rough side of his tongue" 
and since the record of that trial is 
preserved we may look at it. To one 
witness this judge said, *'Xo more of 
your lying, and sniveling and canting; 
truth never wants a subterfuge, it al- 
ways loves to appear naked." 


To another he declared: "God is, 


not to be mocked, and thou canst not 
deceive him. If I catch you prevari- 
cating the least tittle I will punish 3*011 
for every variation from the truth." 


Turning to the jury when another 


witness did not suit him, he said: "I 
hope, gentlemen, you take notice of the 
strange and horrible carriage of this 
fellow, you cannot fail to observe what 
a villainous and devilish one he is; 
a Turk is a saint to such a fellow as 
this, nay a pagan would be ashamed 
to be thought to have no more truth 
in him. What a generation of vipers 
do we live among." 


Here is part of his charge to the 


jury: "Is it not a strange and horrid 


•. thing that some men shall come to be 


bell-weathers of rebellion and cry out 
they are fighting the Lord's battle 
when they are attempting to kill the 
Lord's annointed? That ever we should 
have such a generation of vipers among 
os, that can plunge themselves into 
the most horrid impieties, and yet 
think to escape confusion here and 
purchase a crown of glory hereafter!" 


There was no evidence that Alice 


Lisle knew the man for .a rebel and 
she stoutly maintained she did not and 
of course the judge had to say even 
in those days, "You are judges of the 
proof," though he threateningly added, 
"for 
my part there is no difficulty in 


it, there is as full proof as proof can 
.be," yet the jury returned and re-

ported that it was notttkar that the 
defendant was guilty. Then did this 
judge burst out into a snarling "paean 
'of invective and raging blasphemy, 
the noisy extravagance of which fs 
said to have struck the hearts of those 
who heard it,** ending up with the dec- 
laration, "Come, come, gentlemen, it 
is plain proof." In fear of the mon- 
ster upon the bench the jury found 
the woman guilty and^she was duly 
tied to a stake around which fagots 
were piled chin-high and burned to 
death. 


Yet even in the country where this 


outrage took place judges are now per- 
mitted to state to jurors their views 
of the evidence, of its particular weight 
and why some is strong and other 
weak. That sort of a help has never 
yet in England, nor in our federal 
courts where somewhat the same pro- 
cedure obtains, brought to light any 
abuse. It has helped wonderfully in 
the straight administration of justice. 


It is time we threw off the dead hand 


of the past> 


THE MYSTERY OF COLONEL 


FAWCETT 


The mystery that has surrounded 


the fate of Colonel H. P. Fawcett, who 
seven years ago disappeared in the Mat- 
to Grosso, or Great Jungle of Brazil, 
seems likely to be solved. A Swiss 
trapper who spent years in the jungle, 
reports having talked with a captive 
white man who claimed to be Faw- 
cett. 


Colonel Fawcett was an explorer of 


note, honored by the Royal Geographic 
Society, a brilliant soldier (having 
commanded an artillery brigade in the 
World war) and a student of archeol- 
ogy and South American history. As 
the result of four years exploration in 
unknown South America from 1906 to 
1910, he had become convinced that 
within the mysterious Matto Grosso 
there were archeological remains "of 
greater importance in the science of 
world history than anything ever re- 
vealed in Egypt or in ancient Greece." 


Fawcett was a strange character 


and his years of wanderings in the 
jungle with providential escapes from 
hostile tribes had led him to accept 
his claimed powers of mesmerism as a 
protection against head-hunters and 
cannibals. 


Seven years ago, -with his son and 


. another companion, he plunged into 
the Matto Grosso to continue his 
search for archeological remains. Var- 
ious reports have filtered out of the 
jungle depths as to his fate. Rumors 
that he was held prisoner, that he had 
been slain or had perished of fever. 
were based on jungle gossip. A rescue 
expedition organized in 1928 returned 
to report the three explorers had been 
slain shortly after they had crossed 
the Kuluene river. 


Stephen Rattin, the jungle trapper, 


brings out the first apparently authen- 
tic information that he is alive. 


The Fawcett mystery is intriguing 


as a romantic tale of adventure. Ad- 
venturous humans get themselves into 
queer predicaments. His rescue, if 
alive, will become a jungle classic. And 
the tale will not be complete without 
an account of that other adventurous 
spirit, Rattin the trapper, who said: 
"I promised Fawcett I would come 
back after him and I will." 


THE END OF WORK 


"With the written message, "My 


work is done, why wait?", George 
Eastman, the Kodak king, deliberately 
brought his life to a close in his seven- 
ty-seventh year. 


No purpose to criticise may be found 


in questioning the message of any man 
who accumulated 90 millions and gave 
over 80 per cent of it away to public 
benefactions before his death, but no 
man actually knows when his work is 
done. He may presume to know as did 
Mr. Eastman. He may see no way out 
of the conclusion to which he has come 
but that is because the fogs of the fu- 
ture are dense and no eye can pierce 
them. Yet as a matter cf fact the sun 
will always shine again. 


Mr. Eastman was in error. The 


work of life is never done until

Roots Go Deep for Moisture 


When 
the principal 
supply of 


moisture is well below the surface, 
plants tend to send their roots deep. 
Then they are well anchored and 
have better connection with a more 
liberal food supply. "With the 
ex- 


ception of a few plants that do bet- 
ter in scanty soil and do not require 
much moisture, this system of wa- 
tering by soaking is more satisfac- 
tory than sprinkling, and also saves 
time, energy, and water. 


Conserving the water supply also

poration. Mulching wiiU granulated

FROM PEOPLE 


Extraordinary Pressure Ex- 


erted Upon ^Congress 


from Back Home

Washington—Pressure from bade 


home of the most extraordinary in- 
tensity is being exerted upon con- 
gress today. Much of it is in opposi- 
tion to the various tax proposal* 
pending. Riery time a group is af- 
fected, the telegrams and letters of 
protest pile up and there is constant 
activity organized and unorganised. 


The sales tax on 
manufactured 


products is coming in for 
most of 


the criticism. It 
is apparently re- 


garded as a drastic revision in the 
tax structure. The general fear ex- 
pressed is that it trill impair the in- 
centive to buy and result in reduced 
business when applied to the final 
customer, as much of the tax prob- 
ably -would be anyway. 


Much of the comment, of course, 


indicates that increased taxation is 
unpopular, that the real 
need for 


the increased revenues has not been 
thoroughly "sold" 
to the country 


and that there is a prevalent belief if 
expenses are reduced the budget ran 
be balanced. So much emphasis has 
been placed on economy that, not- 
•mthstanding statements to the con- 
trary, the public is in no mood for 
increased taxes. 


Can't Prevent Increase 


•Elimination of all civic activities. 


In fact the abolition of the entire ex- 
ecutive establishbent and independent 
commissions •nrould 
mean a. cut of 


on'y about $700,000,000. Since the 
deficit is two billions, increased tax- 
es •would still be necessary but this 
seems not to be generally realized. 
Hence members of congress are be- 
ing told from back home to reduce 
expenses and the need for new taxes 
•will have been eliminated. The truth 
is the fixed commitments 
are so 


large that the area in 
-which cuts 


ram be made 
is relatively a small 


percentage of the total. 
The effort to raise revenues by 


new taxes reveals also 
how little 


prepared the country is for any Im- 
portant changes in the taxing meth 
ods. Congress itself stfll feels that 
there is safety 
in higher income 


and estate taxes notwithstanding1 the 
declining revenues in the former and 
legal difficulties in the latter, es- 
pecially in connection -with 
gifts 


made in anticipation of death. 


Speaker Garner and the members 


of the house ways and means com- 
mittee, who put forth a 
tax pro- 


gram that was believed 
to be ade- 


quate to balance the budget, did not 
count on so much opposition. Indeed, 
the members generally 
did not ex- 


pect it. But congress has been hear- 
ing from home. It is the most power- 
ful lobby, if it can be called such, 
that has been exerted upon congress 
in the memory of the oldest legisla- 
tors. 


Wires Kept Busy 


The telephone and telegraph •wires 


have been busy. 
The mails have 


been flooded. 
Representatives 
of 


trade bodies and industries 
have 


been crowding- the congressional of- 
fices. The cry 
has been that the 


manufacturers are in no position to 
absorb the proposed 
sales tax in 


their operating costs and that the re- 
tail dealer win not pay it and that 
the consumer will rebel and show 
Sis attitude by reduced consumption 
at a time when increased sales are 
so vital and volume of transactions 
at low prices is being sought as an 
economic necessity of the hour.- 


The defenders of the sales tax say 
that the alternative is special ex- 
cise and high corporation taxes and 
that this win be far more expensive 
than any other levy. The discus- 
sion in the house 
will continue for 


some time and the debate in the sen- 
ate will throw additional light on 
the difficulty of making a new fax 
program with an uninformed electo- 
rate, for no matter what 
the tax 


proposed the protests come in just 
the same. 


Compromises are inevitable and at 


this writing there is no telling- what

Population at Rate of 
100,ObO Annually 


Berlin—(/P»—d«nnanys rapidly de- 


clining birth r«te is giving her lead- 
en much anxious thought. 


The reich is losing population at 


the rate of 100,000 a year, deaths 
exceeding births by 1-5 per thou- 
sand inhabitant*. 


Having regard to the fact that 


to keep th« race numerically at its 
level there should be three children 
born to every marriage, the ministry 
of the interior says that the pre- 
vailing no-child or one-chHd fashion 
threatens a decline which may be 
fatal to the fatherland's status in 
the world. 
The outlook is especially reflected 


hi education statistics. Here in Ber- 
lin, 23 schools are being closed be- 
cause of lack of puplis. 


• In sik densely^ popu'ated districts 
of the capital the number of child- 
ren has diminished from 225,000 
la 1913 to 125,000 in 1931. Part of 
this, hut not all, is due to a move- 


overwhelmingly behind the .govern- 
ment, Takato believes, even though 
they may be ignorant of the interna- 
tional complications which may en- 
sue.
